2, We find that the sbip sustained 
material damage necessitating repairs which 
will cont about £4,000. 

3, The Court ie of opinion that there was 
no sufficient reason to steer a course inside 
the Lummeock Island on the voyage in 

uestion, and considers that the master, 

Sohn Johnsoa, committed a serlous error 
of judgment in so doing, though not of 
sufficlently graye a nature to warrant the 
suspension of his certificate, which {s 
returned herewith.

MANY AT. BABELSBERG, 

Fow tracta of ‘country could be less 
picturesque than the sixteen miles be- 
twoen Berlin and Potedam, where the 
light sandy soil has all the appearance 
of being lately reclaimed from the sea, 
But at Potedam art has done something 
to relieve the landscape ; and at little 
more than a mile from the station lies 
Babelaberg, with its ornamental cottages 
and plantations, where Royal chateaux 
standing in the midst of parks and 
gardens are prettily grouped round the 
banks of tho river Havel, which here 
forms itself into a lake, Entering by a 
lodge frow the high-road, which is several 
inches deop in drifting sand, a neatly.

throne at sixty-three, when the habit of 
obedienco to tho civil power was too 
strougly confirmed for him to become any- 
thing else, tho Prince will probably con- 
tinue to look upon himself as the chief 
of a large army, and, through its means 
alonc, of Germany, rathor than the poli- 
tical hosd of a cota State. If, 
thercfore, Prince Bismarck, or some 
Miuister of the future, decrees a war, 
however much it may grate upon his 


principles, the war will be made. Such, 
at least, is the common opinion in Berlin, 
As a hard-working painstaking officer 
tho Prince has no superior ; and it was 
exemplified about five yeara ago, when 
the Chancellor decreed that all officors 
in tho Prussian army ought to learn 
Jtussion ; and, hard as it is for a middle- 
aged man to acquire a new language, 
and such a difficult one, the Prince 
applied himself to the task, and learned 
it, Yet his Imperial Highness is not 
generally accredited with literary tastes ; 
and hunting, as conducted at German 
courts, cannot be exciting toa man who 
bas served throughout such campaigns ag 
thoso w.th Austria and France, He was 
formorly not unknown at the gs.oing- 
tavles in Homburg and Baden, and was 
generally fortunate at play; but sinoo 
those establishments have been banished 
altogether from Germany, he has not 
even had that resource. Perhaps he 
finds tho entertainment of the Royal 
vititors to Berlin, with tho stiff etiquette 
still proservod at that Court, somewhat 
irksome and monotonous, as it is reported 
that he is already tired of a ten years’ 
peace, When the Shah paid his. frat 
visit to Berlin, and severely tried the 
pationce of his hosts, the. Prince at last 
made his escape to Babelaberg, but wos 
pursued uncoremoniously by his weari- 
some guest, who, it was’ said, found him 
sitting out in the garden by the side of 
his wife, smoking a short pipe, and 
without his coat, The Shah's visit was’ 
followed by one from the late King 
Victor Emmanuel, who was almost as 
unappreciativa as the semti-barbarous 
potentate of the. monuments of Prussia’s 
greatness and of the souvenirs of her 
philosopher-king. In faot, it was even 
stated that, when the Italian monarch, 
whoso education had ‘beeti mach negleot- 
ed was asked. if he should like to drive to 
Potadam, it. was found that he had never 
even heard of Frederick the Great, and 
the only sight be wished to ace in Berlin 
was the Zoological Gardens. Thither 
the Prince accompanied him in o glass 
state-carriage, with the windows down, 
and almost invisible to the outer’ world 
patie the ie clouds of smoke from 
their cigara, It may be supposed that 
they did not. find ak others com 


very congenial, as Viotor Emmanuel 
abruptly cut hia visit a day, shorter than 
had been arranged, for no other reason 
but his own pleasure, and declined to 
taste a morsel of the sumptuous repeat 
placed. before him.on every occasion 
when. ho dined with the German Im.
